The governor had asked the attor­ 
ney general’s departm ent to prosecute 
rate .case** now pending before the 
utilities commission and. if necessary, 
to go before the interstate commerce 
commission in order to adjust the 
Ohio coal rates. 
W hat 
action 
will

by 
Crabbe will depend on the investiga­ 
tion of court decisions involving the 
rights of state rate-making bodies. 
Protest of the Ohio Collieries com­ 
pany, Toledo, against rates of the 
H ockir" Valley rai’road is now pend­ 
ing be'era the utilities commission. 
In this proceeding the rate of $1.26 
a ton from the Hocking valley fields 
to Toledo is attacked as unjust and 
unreasonable and as being discrim­ 
inatory when compared to rates on 
W est Virginia coal shipments to To­ 
ledo. 
The cass is set for hearing 
Sept. 24. 
If it is established that the utili­ 
ties commission is without authority 
to abrogate th^se lone diTerentials 
In intrastate traffic, Donahey directed 
Crabbe to bring the situation before 
the interstate commerce < rn mi alin 
at Washington in an' effort to adjust 
freight rates In Ohio, 
It has been 
held heretofore that the utilities com­ 
mission had 
no jurisdiction in the 
m atter of the zone differentials in 
coal freight rates and that this was 
solely under the interstate commerce 
commission. 
In a letter to Crabbe Donahey cited 
that Illinois courts have refused to 
enjoin enforcement 
of 
the 
Illinois 
commerce commission reducing 
the 
intrastate rate ort coal Shipments in 
that state and that a federal court in 
Indiana has refused to set aside new 
lower rate schedules ordered by the 
public service 
commission 
of

slate. 
In view of these decisions, he 
contended, the Ohio utilities commis­ 
sion h is jurisdiction over the coal 
rotes in this state and action should 
be taken to end the discrimination 
that has existed in Ohio against coal 
produced within the state.

Present U prising Will Determine tbs 
Fate of Mongolia. 
London, Sept. 18. 
The 
revolt 
in 
Mongolia will determ ine whether that 
province will continue as a depend­ 
ency of China, become a republic, or 
become a part of the Russian soviet. 
At present the country is in turmoil, 
with a straw strong enougli to turn 
the tide into any of these three chan­ 
nels. 
That the involution in Urga, 
the Mongolian capital, occurred at a 
time when China is on the verge of 
a great civil war that bids fair to 
em brace the entire country, indicates 
that the soviet them e is predominant, 
temporarily at least. 
If Mongolia se- 
* 
cures its freedom and become* a re­ 
public, it WHI almost certainly become 
* buffer state, whether under the in­ 
fluence of Russia or Japan, a point 
still to be decided. 
Because of the 
efforts exerted 
by the 
Bolshevists, 
however, it is generally assumed in 
well informed H ades in china, where 
the question is of burning importance, 
that Mongolia, once free, will become 
a part of the soviet in fact, if not in 
nam*.
